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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . In response to the Communications dated August 18, 2003, claims 1-23 are 
active in this application. 

Foreign Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a) 
(d), which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed August 18, 2003 has been considered. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 18-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 
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(e) the invention was described in- 

(1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published 
under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention 
by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the 
purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined 
in section 351(a). 



6. Claims 17 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hosono et al. [U.S. Patent #6,462,985]. 

With respect to claim 17, Hosono et al. disclose a method of operating a memory 
device, comprising: programming a floating gate memory cell [within 1 of figure 8] to a 
cell data value using a data path [BUS of figure 8] of the memory device; and 
transferring the cell data value to a fuse latch [51 of figure 8]. 

With respect to claim 23, Hosono et al. disclose that the method is performed 
automatically upon power-up of the memory device. See description of figure 8. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 -1 6 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

8. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject-matter: the prior art of records does not show (in addition to the other 
elements in the claim) the following: 

• Resetting a fuse latch in response to deactivating of the first field effect transistor 
and activating the second field effect transistor, wherein the fuse latch has an 
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input coupled to the fuse latch input node and an output coupled to an output 
node. 

• Deactivating a first field effect transistor and a second field effect transistor when 
the first control signal has a first logic level, wherein the first field effect transistor 
is coupled between a first potential node and an output node of the fuse circuit, 
and wherein the second field effect transistor is coupled between a second 
potential node and the output node of the fuse circuit. 

• Resetting the fuse latch to an initial fuse data value prior to transferring the cell 
data value to the fuse latch. 

• Setting the fuse latch to a data value without regard to, and without disturbing the 
data value of, the floating gate transistor.
